Addressing the prisoners, among 
whom were two women, Hls Lordship 
suld; “As you are the first persons 
to have been charged on indictment 
for offences under the Dangerous 
Drugs Ordinance of 1935, I do not 
propose to pass on you sentences s0 
severe as I reserve the right to pass 
on those who, at no later Sessions, are 
found guilty of the sume offence. I 
say thit not because I am going to 


[pass Hght sentenées upon you, but 


merely ns an indication to these who 
may be prone to continue the practlee 
thnt the sentences would be more 
severe, : 

“You have been’ engaged, for 
rensons only known to yourselves, on 
the most devilish practice’ one could 
Imagine. I regard It as my duty to 
piss an you sentencea which. will 
serve not only as punishment on 
yourselves ‘but, which I hope, wil! act . 
us a deterrent to others”, :

WHEN SPOFFORTH MADE.HIS | 
FIRST APPEARANCE

Tho English team had been 


more or less happy at Ballarat, 


but they had next to move to a place called Stawell which was 
seventy four miles away and thé road was little else but a bush 
track. 1am not precisely sure what a Cobb's ‘coach may be but 
it is clearly not as comfortable os a modern car! And for twelvo 
hours W. G. and his protesting team were humped across country 


to their destination. 


However, It seems that they receiv- 
ed a most warm welcome and they 
hod a day's rest during which W. G. 
and Gilbert went shooting and most 
of the others visited the gold mine 
there—reputedly o very wealthy one. 
It was just os well that they had a 
pleasant day ns the game, ngainst

MORE, TROUBLES 


The troubles of the side, however 
were not yet over. Having suffered 
very much from dust on the first 
drive, they now met mud, on their 
journey to Warrnambool vin Ararat 
and apparently they could have done 
with the ark, as it rained In torrents 
during a ninety mile drive. They
